“TOOTHPASTE,” ex- 
claims Graeme Fos- 
ter, marketing mana- 
ger of the NSW Rug- 
by League, suddenly. 
“‘Maroon-and-white 
striped toothpaste 
for Manly suppor- 
ters. Red-and-white 
for St George. Why 
not? Perhaps next 
year.” 

Tomorrow is the big- 
gest day of the year for 
the self-styled “greatest 
game of them all’: the 
Balmain Tigers meet 
the Canberra Raiders in 
the grand final. 

Yet already, the hyp- 
ers and hustlers at 
League headquarters in 
Phillip Street are plan- 
ning new products, new 
promotions and even 
the new player person- 
alities for 1990, 

This year was big. 
Tina Turner, the 
world’s most glamorous 
granny, used sex to sell 
League and, even more 
surprising, succeeded. 
Channel 10, which 
seemingly can’t get 
enough of the ga 
bought the television 
rights to League in a re- 
cord $48 million, three- 
year deal. 

Winfield, sponsors 
since 1982, signed up 
again for an estimated 
$12 million. 

But next year, Foster 
promises, will be bigger 
still. “The game’s just 
got to grow. The poten- 
tial is enormous.” 

And you thought 
footy was only a game? 
Forget it, 

NSW Rugby League 
is now high finance: a 
$50 million-a-year busi- 
ness and, arguably, the 
marketing success story 
of the 1980s. 

“The game has never 
been healthier, the foot- 
ball better or our image 
stronger,” claims John 
Quayle, a former Parra- 
matta and Eastern Sub- 
urbs player who is now 
the League’s general 
manager. The proof? 

@ Attendances are 
115,000, or about 7 per 
cent, up on last year. 
“Despite the wettest- 
ever start to a season, 
about 1.9 million people 
watched the 22 rounds 
‘of games leading to the 
finals. Crowds have 
grown by 69 per cent in 
six years,” says Quayle. 

Tickets for tomor- 
row’s grand final were 
sold out in one day, 
more than two months

turned all around 
and now it has never 
been in better shape.

Here 
we had the greatest 
game in the world, but 
its image, its admi- 
nistration, its market- 
ing, were all wrong. 

“We had to smarten 
up our act or see the 
game go into decline.” 

Some suggested that a 
big businessman like 
Kerry Packer was 
needed to bring Rugby 
League screaming and 
kicking into the 1990s. 

Instead, League 
bosses decided to put 
their own house in 
order. Quayle and Fos- 
ter, previously with the 
J. Walter Thompson 
advertising agency and 
Channel Nine, were re- 
cruited. 

A report was commis- 
sioned from manage- 
ment consultants W.D. 
Scott, On its recom- 
mendation, two tough 
decisions were taken: 
the NSW Rugby League 
was incorporated and its 
unwieldly 44-member 
committee abolished. 

It was replaced by a 
new, nine-member 
board, including out- 
siders with business ex- 
pertise. 

The ailing Newtown 
Jets, one of the 
League's founders in 
1908, were allowd to go 
out of business; another 
eight “technically insol- 
vent’’ clubs, were 
warned that the League 
would let them die if 
they failed to meet new, 
strict financial criteria.

League shows the way 


Predictably, though, 
not everyone in Rugby 
League likes the mood 
of the Tina Turner ad 
(‘sexy without being 
sexist,” suggests Foster) 
or its cost (a big chunk

The bottom line, 
however, is that since 
1983, total NSW Rugby 
League revenue has in- 
creased from barely $3 
million to more than $10 
million.

QUEENSLAND soc- 
cer’s inaugural gold 
medal winner, Coal- 
stars’ Andy Ogden, 
will be among the 
stars in action in a 
testimonial game for 
his brother John at 
Richlands this Friday 
(October 6). x 

Andy has been in- 
cluded in the Queens- 
land Soccer Press 
Association team, 
which was also named at 
the gala medal function 
at Perry Park last week, 
to play Lions in the 
testimonial game. 

The pairing of the 
grand final team and the 
ASPA side is certain to 
attract a well-deserved 
bumper crowd for John 
Ogden, a former State 
represetnative and a 
Lions player for 15 
years. 

While John will be 
the centre of attention 
on Friday, the spotlight 
was on younger brother 
‘Andy at the gold medal 
presentation at Soccer 
headquarters, 

With the Australian 
Soccer Federation's de- 
cision to link with the 
non-smoking body cost- 
ing the State Federa- 
tions their Rothmans 
medal, there was much 
trepidation in Queens- 
land when the QSF 
opted to stage a similar 
event of their own. But 
the Federation, and in 
particular those re- 
sponsible for organising 
the function, deserve 
the highest praise. 

The night was every 
bit as successful as past 
Rothmans medal pre- 
sentations with the 
QSF's computer 
scoreboard being rank- 
ed by many as more in- 
formative and easier to 
read than any used by 
Rothmans in the past. 

Ogden clinched the 
gold medal with a re- 
cord haul of points in an 
exciting vote count. 

The busy 27-year-old 
midfielder polled 29 
votes to win by seven 
from Brisbane City mid- 
fielder Lee Howells and 
Taringa Rovers midfiel- 
der Mark Bennett, 

Widely-tipped 
favourite, City captain 
Frank Pimblett, finished 
fourth with 20 points. 

Ogden’s total betters 
the previous Rothmans 
Medal best of 28 points 
collected by lan Steele 
in 1982, then a striker 
with Mount Gravatt. 

Ogden, who was 
voted Players’ Player of 
the Year two séasons 
ago, was judged by re- 
ferees as best afield in 
six.of the 22 fixtures and 
curiously in the home 
and away ties against 
Grange Thistle and 
Rochedale.

Five (0-0 v Thistle), 
Round Six 20 (1-2 v

‘Ogden was one of the 
most emotional winners 
in many seasons, which 
undoubtedly proved 
that although the medal 
did not carry the Roth- 
mans logo its. prestige 
was still undisputed, 

“It’s the greatest mo- 
ment in my career”, he 
said. “I didn’t think I 
had a chance until the 
final round of votes. I 
knew then that I was far 
enough ahead that 
someone would have 
had to play brilliantly to 
catch me.” 

‘Ogden's win made it a 
hat-trick of medallists at 
Coalstars, his player- 
coach Mark Brusasco 
won the medal in 1981 
(although then with 
Easts), while veteran 
fullback Kevin Caldwell 
won the inaugural Roth- 
mans in 1974. 

Although Pimblett 
had been ranked a hot 
favourite, the medal tal- 
ly was always a race in 
three between Ogden, 
Bennett and Howells. 

After six rounds, 
Bennett led the trio with 
11 points, two ahead of 
Ogden, and remained 
two ahead of Howells 
and three in front of 


Ogden after 11 rounds. 
But the Coalstars work- 
horse skipped away in 
rounds 12-19 to be four 
clear of Ogden and 
seven ahead of Bennett 
with three rounds to be 
revealed. 


A record also was set 
when 111 votes were 
ruled ineligible because 
of send-offs. The total 
included double-figure 
tallies by three players. 

The team of the year 
as selected by the 
Queensland Soccer 
Press Association was: 
Stu Woodruffe (Mount 
Gravatt), David Hunter 
(Lions), Shane Haddow

With Hunter in the 
Lions team, former 
Lions ‘and Ogden's 
friend Alan Niven, now 
player-coach at Mount 
Gravatt, will be added 
along with Gity striker 
Kieran Cooper, a nar- 
row omission from the 
team of the year. 

While Pimblett mis- 
sed the gold medal he 
still collected three 
trophies during the 
evening. He was named 
the Queensland Soccer 


Press Association's 
Player of the Year, was 
included in the QSPA 
team of the year and 
was presented with the 
COURIER-MAIL Best 
and Fairest award. 

“It’s been a great 
night after a superb 
comeback season and I 
would just like to thank 
the soccer writers who 
gave me such positive 
press throughout the 
season,” he said. 

North Star striker Lee 
Scriggins collected 74 
votes from his peers to 
beat Pimblett by two 
votes in the players’ 
Player of the Year 
award. 

North Star coach Bil- 
ly Williamson predict- 
ably won the ASPA 
Coach of the Year after 
guiding his team to suc- 
cess in the league and 
Ampol Cup and saw 
them only narrowly miss 
making the grand final. 


Outstanding North 
Star teenager Shane 
Haddow, who played 
for the state at fullback 
this season and covered 
for Williamson at 
sweeper during his six- 
week suspension, was 
named OSFA Rookie of 
the Year. 

Gold Coast referee 
Peter Hulme won the 
Referee of the Year, on 
a countback from popu- 
lar Tony Slater.

WHAT GRAND FINAL?

CANBERRA Croatia slipped quietly out of 
the ACT recently to play its final match of 
the season — a fixture which could not 
demonstrate more clearly Australian soc- 
cer’s frustrating propensity to shoot itself 
in the foot. 


The game with Melita Eagles at the Melita 
Stadium was billed as the grand final of the NSW 
Soccer League, yet the winner took home no- 
thing other than a trophy and some fond 
memories. 


It was not a match to decide the premiership 
and victory did not, in itself, entitle the winner to 
a place in the National League. 

The match is the result of the schizophrenia 
which pervades the code. 


On the one hand are those who believe in the 
European example of declaring the leading club 
at the end of the home-and-away rounds the 
champion and finishing the season there, on the 
other the supporters of the Australian way of 
minor premiers, finals and grand finals. 

The result in the NSW League is a distorted 
hybrid. 

Melita Eagles were already the league cham- 
pions, Melita Eagles had the glory and NSL 
promotion, but the top four teams still had to 
contest a knock-out competition which meant 
precisely nothing. 

All that the game did was highlight the dispar- 
ity of support and interest between soccer and 
rugby league, with the Canberra Raiders. riding 
through the Winfield Premiership grand final on 
a wave of lime green hysteria the following day. 

It would have been thus anyway, but at least 
Croatia would have had some basis on which to 
defend itself if it could have pointed to its match 
as being a bit more than a kick around in the 
spring sunshine. 

Two years ago I applauded the decision of the 
NSL to make its champion the grand final 
winner. 

I did so not because I belive it to be a fairest 
way of winning a title — it demonstrably isn’t — 
but because it is the Australian way. We live in 
Australia and if soccer is ever to gain wide sup- 
port from native-born Australians it must begin 
to act like a sporting citizen of this country. 

I urge the NSW State League authorities to 
change the format of their competition from next 
season and make the finals series worthy of the 
name by declaring its winner the premier and the 
league's NSL candidate. 

Then perhaps we can hold our heads a little 
higher and look forward to a grand final which 
will be something more than it is now — an 
embarrassment to the clubs taking part and to the 
code in general.
